*Why  was  the  Prodigal  Son  chosen? 

An  alumnus  of  the  university  wanted  to  donate 
something  to  the  university  that  illustrated  God' s 
Grace  -  this  is  a  concept  that  he  and  his  wife  felt 
was  critically  important  and  when  they  had  embraced 
the  concept,  it  had  changed  their  lives.   There 
are  three  parables  in  Luke  15  that  all  illustrate 
God's  Grace.  Readers  can  place  themselves  as 
various  characters  in  the  stories.   A  sculptor  who 
is  a  former  professor  of  art  at  LSU,  sketched  some 
possibilities,  a  combination  of  the  three  parables 
and  a  separate  sketch  and  presented  them.  It  was 
decided  to  use  the  story  of  the  Prodigal  Son. 
Several  names  were  discussed,  The  Prodigal  Son,  The 
Two  Brothers,  The  Loving  Father,  The  Glory  of  God's 
Grace.   This  last  one  is  the  name  chosen  for  the 
scuplture . 

*Who  created  it? 

Alan  Collins,    a  sculptor  and  former  professor  at  LSU 
and  Andrews  University  created  it.      He  is  English 
and  has   several   large   sculptures,    one  at  Loma^ Linda 
University    (The  Good  Samaritan) ,    one  at  Paradise 
Hospital,    and  one  at  Andrews  University    (John 
Nevins  Andrews  and  his  two  children) .      Andrews  was 
a  pioneer  SDA  missionary  to  Europe   for  whom  Andrews 
University  is   named. 

*Are  any  other  statues  planned  for  the   future?      If 
so,    what  theme  or  themes  are  they  going  to  address? 

There  are  two  other  sculptures  planned.    They  are 
both  in  Luke   15  and  commonly  known  as  the  Lost  Com 
or  the  Divine  Sweeper,    and  the  Lost   Sheep  or  the 
Divine  Shepherd.      They  will  also  illustrate  God's 
marvelous  grace. 


Text  on  the  plaque  by  the   sculpture: 


Jesus  Christ,    the  Master  Teacher,    symbolized  the  Glory  of 
God's  Grace   in  zhis  three  complementary  parables   reported 
in  the  Gospel  of  Luke,    chapter  15.    The  sculpture _ of 
the  Loving  Father  with  his  two  lost   sons   is  one  xn  this 
trilogy.    The  two  other  parables-the  Divine  Sweeper  looking 
for  her  lost  coin  and  the  Shepherd  looking  for  his   lost 
sheep-which  are  necessary  to  grasp  the  complete  picture  of 
tSfullness  and  extent  of  the  Glory  of  God's  Grace  will  be 
found  elsewhere  on  campus.      Together  these  three  depictions 
illustrate  not  only  God's  grace,    but  the  philosophy  of 
Seventh-day  Adventist  education  at  La  Sierra  University 
where   "the  work  of  education  and  redemption  are  one. 

This   sculpture,    created  by  former  University  Professor  of 
Art,    Alan  Collins   is  a  gift  to  the  University  from  alumnus 
Thaine  Price    ('49),    MD,    in  memory  of  his  wife,    Wanda,    who 
was  also  a  student  at  La  Sierra.

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*  How  did  you  get  the  idea  for  "Hope?" 

I  got  the  idea  for  "Hope"  through  brainstorming  sessions  with  Steve  Hemenway,  Joel  Garbutt-Quistiano,  Pastor 
Sam  and  Julia  Clarke.   We  wanted  to  get  across  the  idea  that  God  gave  a  gift  for  everyone.   He  didn't  just 
come  for  those  who  lived  back  in  his  time,  he  came  to  save  everyone  for  all  times.   The  story  line  shows 
the  way  that  Jesus  influenced  all  different  types  of  people.  He  influenced  those  who  are  leaders  (the  Church 
leaders),  those  who  are  outcasts  (Mary  Magadeline) ,  as  well  as  parents  who  have  hopes  and  expectations  for 
children  or  others.   God  wants  those  people  not  to  lose  faith  because  His  plan  is  still  for  them  (Mary, 
Jesus'  mother),  and  also  for  those  who  do  work  for  God  and  lose  faith  because  things  don't  seem  to  be 
working  out  (Peter) .   It's  also  good  to  hear  what  God's  plan  was  for  his  children  (Jesus'  perspective) . 
Basically,  the  idea  for  "Hope"  was  that  hope  is  for  everybody.   Well  that,  and  the  fact  that  Pastor  Sam  told 
me  he  wanted  something  to  last  the  whole  Spiritual  Emphasis  Week. 

*  Why  such  a  Big  Cast? 

I  had  such  a  big  cast  because  I  wanted  people  to  view  this  project  as  something  serious.   I  didn't  want 
anyone  to  have  the  idea  that  this  was  just  a  prolonged  skit.   When  I  had  a  crowd,  I  wanted  people  to  see 
a  crowd;  and  when  I  had  press,  I  wanted  people  to  see  a  real  press  scene.   If  we  are  going  to  talk  about 
God  we  have  to  go  big!   As  Paul  says,  if  we  must  boast  about  anything  let  it  be  about  Christ,  so  if  we 
talk  about  Him  we  must  do  it  right.   To  quote  Thomas  Bell  (Jesus  in  the  play)  "we  represent  God  and  it's 
important  to  give  him  our  best." 

*  What  does  "hope"  mean  to  you? 

Hope  means  a  lot  of  things  to  me.   Hope  is  a  second,  third,  fourth,  fifth,  etc.  chance  at  a  life  that  we 
(people  of  earth)  had  no  chance  to  have.   In  Romans  5,  it  talks  about  how  we  were  lost  in  sin,  we  were 
actually  enemies  of  God,  like  Satan.   We  had  no  chance  to  live.   But  when  we  were  still  sinners,  still 
condemned,  still  enemies,  Christ  died  for  us.   He  gave  us  the  opportunity  to  live,  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  we  shouldn't  live.   It's  like  being  sentenced  to  die  on  death  row  but  when  the  officer  comes  to  get  us, 
instead  of  shackling  us  up  and  leading  us  to  the  chair,  he  takes  us  by  the  hand,  leads  us  to  the  gates  of 
the  prison  and  tells  us  we  are  free  to  go.

>  *Why  did  you  go  do  the  summer  costa  rica  thing? 

I  needed  to  get  in  an  extra  qtr.  of  Spanish  so  that  I  could  eventually  graduate  on  time.  I  also 
love  to  travel.  Looking  at  my  options  (Spanish  at  RCC  or  Spanish  in  Costa  Rica),  total  immersion 
seemed  to  be  the  best  choice . 

>  *What  did  you  expect  out  of  it  before  going? 

In  a  way,  I  was  a  little  scared.  I  mean,  I  had  traveled  before  outsidethe  US,  but  never  for  a 
month  without  my  close  friends.  I  had  only  taken  1  qtr.  of  Spanish  and  wasn't  sure  I  would  be  able  to 
communicate  very  well.  But  I  figured  that  once  I  got  there,  I  would  be  forced  to  learn — sink  or  swim. 
I  was  pretty  sure  that  I  would  be  able  to  pick  up  the  language  once  I  got  there  and  was  living  with  a 
Costa  Rican  family. 

I  knew  we  were  going  to  have  a  lot  of  free  time  on  the  weekends,  so  I  was  also  expecting  to  travel  to 
the  beaches  and  rainforest.  I  also  was  interested  in  learning  about  the  Costa  Rican  culture  and  meet- 
ing new  people .

>  *Did  the  trip  meet  those  expectations? 

It  was  scary  at  first .  I  could  barely  communicate .  Everything  looked  the  same  and  I  was  sure  I  would 
get  lost.  The  first  week  was  rough,  but  after  that  you  became  quite  comfortable. 

The  trip  went  above  and  beyond  my  expectations.  I  was  able  to  learn  a  great  deal  of  Spanish  while 
I  was  there — enough  to  hold  a  meaningful  conversation.  I  also  got  to  travel  almost  every  weekend. 
The  beaches  were  beautiful.  The  people  were  very  friendly.  My  Costa  Rican  family  were  very  kind  and 
hospitable.  I  was  pampered  while  I  was  there.  I  even  got  to  zipline  through  the  rainforest.  It  was  a 
unforgettable  experience . 

>  *Any  memorable  moments? 
> 

I  got  lost  one  night.  There  are  no  street  names  in  Costa  Rica.  They  use  landmarks.  My  Costa  Rican 
mom  had  given  me  directions  from  the  local  supermarket,  but  they  were  in  Spanish.  Also  she  used  East, 
South,  North,  and  West  instead  of  left  and  right.  The  sun  wasn't  up,  so  I  couldn't  even  guess  what 
direction  to  head  in.  Usually  I  used  this  field  that  had  two  horses  in  it  as  a  landmark.  I  was  looking 
for  the  field,  but  I  couldn't  find  it.  What  I  didn't  realize  is  that  I  was  walking  by  the  right  field, 
but  that  the  horses  get  taken  in  at  night.  Needless  to  say,  I  found  my  way  home,  eventually.  The  next 
day  I  realized  that  they  moved  the  horses . 

In  Costa  Rica,  the  word  "salsa"  is  used  for  ketchup  only.  My  friends  and  I  were  trying  to  order  chips 
and  salsa.  The  waitress  kept  looking  at  us  funny  and  kept  repeating  the  order.  We  were  persistent. 
Eventually  she  agreed.  Later  she  brings  us  tortilla  chips  with  some  ketchup  packets.  Apparently  the 
salsa  we're  used  to  goes  by  a  different  name.  We  clarified  w/the  waitress  what  we  really  wanted  and 
she  laughed  and  pointed  out  the  proper  word.

>  *Any  culture  clash? 
>
